“New Orleans, Kansas’ City, Omaha 
and various other cities can use it to 
advantage, and I have no doubt that 
they will do so ultimately.

State Hospital in Adirondacks Show Encourn 
aging Figures---105 Patients Discharged. 
The trustees of the New York 
State Hospital for Incipient Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis in the Adi- 
rondacks have issued their com- 
pleted statistics for the first year, 
which is as follows: There were 
admitted 207 patients, more than 
half of whom were _incipients. 
There were no deaths. Of the 105 
patients discharged, fifty-two were 
apparently recovered. Twenty-six 
arrested cases are reported. Six- 
teen improved, while eleven left 
without any improvement. The 
treatment consists mainly of out- 
door air, wholesome food and rest. 
Patients have three full meals and 
two or three luncheons a day, and 
go of the 105 gained an average of 
10.57 pounds each. This is cer- 
tainly most encouraging and shows 
that incipient consumptives at least 
can be cured. There is another 
treatment perhaps almost as good.

The Wixford process is the simplest 
of the many processes that have been 
devised for purifying water. Com- 
pared with any process that requires 
filters the cost is insignificant, as no 
expensive apparatus is require qd. 

At the Chain of Rocks there is a lit- 
the wooden building over the tunnel 
through which the water is brought 
ashore from the intake tower. There 
the ferrous sulphate, a form of iron. 
is added. Then the water flows int, 
delivery well, where milk of lime 
added.

in a few minutes. 

Several of these settling basins are 
though they do not represent 
different stages in the process.

The withdrawal of the Furniture Board of Trade 
from membership in the Million Club raises the 
question of the efficiency of that organization for 
the purpose for which it was formed. Mr. Tuttle, 
manager of the Furniture Board of Trade, voices the 
vonclusion of the members of his organization that 
the club is wholly inefficient. He says it is “long 
on conversation and short on results.” 

It is true that the Million Club has done practical- 
ly nothing to promote the growth of St. Louis. It 
has had some excellent. projects suggested for it, 
notably that of Mr. Lesan, who won the $500 pop- 
ulation prize offered by the Post-Dispatch. It has 
been rather an obstruction than a help to the work 
of promoting St. Louis interests and St. Louis 
growth.
